charging columes has dieplayed rather more of frantic
excitement than of stern resolntion or desperate valor.
But drunk or sober, the enemy’s forces have .charged
up to our lines with s vim, and, although repulsed,
bave kept coming on Wwith a pertinacity that speaks
well for their pluck as soldiers. For men to be repulsed
with s'aughier on the first charge, and yet te come
again six more times, indicates a determination that
might well be dreaded by any other army than that of
Lze.

No doubt it is all for the best that Graxt should
make these frantic attempts. It will bring the matter
sooner to an issue, and if things keep going on as they
bave bcen going, that issue will be favourable to the
Ocnfederacy. If a genersl- impression be any indica-
tion—if ehadows cast before do foretell coming events,
then we may look for some decisive results from the
operations now going on, for from all sides comes the
expression of the hope—the belief—almest the confi-
dence, that this cempeign will  virtoally end the war,
and that in our favor. We hcpe 80 ; but it mny not.
Let us continue to bope, but also to watch ard work,
and be prepared for all contingencies.

Tue enemy in Georgia ha3s changed his front and
positior. After haviog traversed a route West of the
‘Western and Atlantic Railroad, bhe has returned to the
line of that road and at the latest dates occupied Ack-
worth, a station 35 miles North of Atlanta. He is
gaid to be fortilying the Alltoona heights, five milcs
North of Ackworth. Oar position bas been shifted to
meet the changed front of the enemy. But we confess
that the accounts are not sufficiently clear to enable us
to understand the relative position of the enemy’s army
sud our own. Upon the whole, our Goorgia cotempo—
raries seem to bave locked forward to the successful
execution of this last move as favourable to the enemy.

‘Wz don’t know bow it may be with other people, or
otber occupations, but we know that so far as we and
our business are concerned, the reduction of the curren-
cy and the other fisancial measures of the late Congress

bave borne very bard. Instead of a fall in anything—.
instead of any reduction of expense, the very reve . ge
bas been the case. Paper costs us now one-third more
in new issue thar it previcusly did in old. Lab’ r costs
us between a third and a balf more in new °.gsge than
it did in old, and this advance in the wages of our
bands has been necessitated by the advar.ce in the cost
of living.

Accounis from Butler’s Army—Cowardios of EHis
Fien Admitied,

The New York Tribune hes a number of letters giv-
ing accounts of the opera‘ions of Batler's army on the
Scuthside. The Tribune bardly ever lets out anything
that is the leas® unfavorable to the Yaunkee cause, bul
in this instance it owns up to the rack cowardice of
Butler’s men, and the severe repulse they met with in
the battles of last week. Oce correspondent of the
Tribune writes under date of the 20th :

There has been b dey a fierce and sanguinary battle

20| on the epot which I mentioned in my last—the front of

the 3d division of this corps, uoder Gen. Ames. The
rebels had come up in froot of the clearing, having fol-
lowed us down from Fort Darling, and bad postcd their
first gnos in the yard of the Howlett house. I'ne house
is behind a fall in the ground,“and at eeveral points
along the same line they have poeted light batterics.—
The clearing is whoily our owa work, aod is fa ulty on-
ly in not haviog bcea done to a greater extent, )

Oa Wedneadsy night our pickets dag a rifle pit in
froot of the rebel position, and about eight hundred
yards from our line, extendiog a quarter of a mile into
the woods on our right, which yet stacd. It was evi-
dent that this pit is invalnable to 1ts pcssessors, and
accordingly the rebels drove us cut of it this morning,
acd the siruggle of to day has been an attempt to re
gain it, which is so far uveuccessful, although we bave
retaken the right cf it.

Another correspondent describing the assault of our
mexn on the riflé pits, says :

The “R:bs.” came down upon these rifl2 pits to-day
in fcree, and succeeded in driviog our skirmishers ont
after a d-sperate fight. One of the officers command-
ing a portion of the line, so far forgot his duly as a
goidier as to withdraw himself and fiore2 withoat firing
a shot. General Batler, who was auxiously watching
tke fight from the parapet, imme istely ordercd the of-
Scer before him, and, tellirg him that it wou!d cost ten
lives for every one to rctake what he wight bave Leld,
dismissed him [rom the service. In sn attempt to re-
take the rifle-pits the Nioety-seveath Pennsylvania acnd

through the wocds to co-operate wilh a movement made
by another porticn of Gilmore’s fore:s. Misanderstand-
ing the order, the troops were moved by the flink along
the gkirt of the woods. Marching steadily along, they
came unexpectedly upon a rebel battery, which opened
a murdercus cross fire, literaliy mowing them down.—
It appeared to the looker-on as though the eatire force
!nelted away before this terrific rain of grape and cn-
ister.

Now came s momentary lall, and ther the Third reg-
ular bat'ery, in the left redoubt, the Fourth New Jer-
sey adjoinivg it on 1he right, both facing the pit, and
the First Conpecticut in the elevated redoubt further
to the right. poiating diagonally and partly across it,
opened fire, roaring withont a moment’s stop from 1034
to 11 1 4, using at first mostly spherical case. Mean-
while the Thirteenth Irdiana, Colonel Dobbs, made a
gallant and, as it secemed, imprudent charze upon the
pit on the right, but were repulsed when within about
a bundred yards of the work.

Another account of the battle adraits the cowardice
of the men more plainly e¢ven than the above. The
writer says :

At pine, or thercabouts, the muskets began a lively
crackle, and the guns opeued from the rebel posi-
tion. Hurrying to the scene, I found the cnemy had
advanced and been repulsed, yet had the rifla-pit in
their detestcd poscessiou. The whoie of the Ninth
Maine, with portivons of the Fourth New Hampshire,
Filty fitth Pcensyivania and  Nipety-seventh New
York, were ceeupyivg the rifl2 pit, the regiment first
named beirg nearly io the centre. T'he rebels charged
upon them with their poealiar short-Ttved eathusiasm
ard their yeil, were met fizmiv, and the p siticn might
have been held without dfficaity, had vot the Ninth
Maige broken and fled lo the woods, thus permitting
the rebels to enter the pit and flank the remaining regi-
ments, compeliing them to reire. Two Licatenants of
tne Ninth Muine, who retired their m n without orders,
were brought this efteracon before (Geperal Ames, and
by him scat to General Butler, who summarily dis-
mi-sed one of them from the gervice. DBe th deserve se—
vere punishment, for this unfortunate aflair bas cost
buudreds of lives to-day, aud thrcatens us with severe
battles as the price of bolding our position. The
1ebels io the pit, and the woods whbich yet stand next
the Howlett House, are the twin sources of apprehen-
sion.

Word was brought that tha left of the pit was emptys
ard scon the Nively-seventh Pennsylvania was seen
advanciog azsivst the lelt of the rifls pit, in the cpen
clearing. ‘U'veir lcader hed mistaken or not followed
precisely his orders, and the rebels had come, and ead
denly the) joze cud poured upon the Ninety-seventh a
murderoas fire of ivlantry acd grape, and they seemad
to fell in swaths. It was a sadsiglt.

Oar losses to-day cannot now be estimated. Ia in—
‘antry fire tkey are lwavy, and piobably exezed that of
the e:emy.

Some shells of the Third artillery failed to explode
this afterncon. Oas or two were examined and found
to be filled with harmless plasicr.
